recommendation of the Chief Justice, strongly backed by the Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor, that an Indian must be appointed to fill up the vacancy caused by Mr. 
Justice Mahmid’s retirement from the North-Western Provinces High Court Bench. 
Now the question is, which Native should be appointed to the post? In 1882, when 
Mr. Dwarka Nath Banerji’s name with those of other gentlemen was sent to Lord 
Kimberley, who was the Secretary of State for India at that time also, for appoint- 
ment as a Native Judge on the Allahabad High Court, His Lordship irisaly held 
that as Mr. Banerji was a Bengali, he could not be eligible for the post, and Mr. 
Mahmud was consequently appointed to it: The just principle laid down by His 
Lordship at that time should now also be adhered to in making the selection. . If 
the choice is to be made from among the Vakils of the High Court, Pandit Sundar 
Lal stands head and shoulders above his compeers, A whileago the Proreer also 
admitted the Pandit’s qualifications and high reputation, and recommended him for a 
seat on the Local Legislative Council. Next to the Pandit comes Munshi Ram Prasad, 
Vakil, who would equally do credit to the post. If, on the other hand, the Govern- 
ment wish to appoint a barrister-at-law, Mr. Amir-ud-din, as far as the editor 
knows, is the most prominent man among the native barristers-at-law at Allahaba 
The only thing that might be urged against his selection is that he took side with 
Mr, Mahmid in the latter’s quarrel with Sir John Edge. But if the Government 
think that the natives of the North-Western Provinces will not do for the post 
and a Bengali gentleman must be thrust on the High Court Bench, the editor 
would prefer B&bu Pramada Charan, Civil Judge, Lucknow, to Mr. Dwarka Natl 
Banerji.
